EUROPEAN ARBITRATION. — 


—

- Justas “any rope fs good. enough to hang a 
dog with" s0 in the past any cause has been 
good enongh for war. Chronfe international 
hatreds ‘and jeatouslen made the nations tipe 
to fight for Imaginary Injarles or advantages as 
readlly as for real ones. Thus a- spirit of 
contempt and animosity towards, forelgners was 
encouraged by riers so that they right the 
more easily excite the peon'e to war ferzy 
whenever they desired it. The patriotism and 
gentus of poets were enlisted on the same side. 
A century ago the mercenary pen of Dibdin 
fired the Navy to I-credible herolam,. He 
fiittered every prejudice and foible of our 
simple-minded tars. Nota forecastle but rang 
with bis songs :— 


"While English boroms boast English hearts, 
Weill tip ‘em all round a touch : 
While with ordour each atarts that nothing can quench, 
We'll bang tha Spantards, belabour the Dutch, 
And block up and Laugh at tho Ls 
Now the French while to karbour so soug and to sly, 
"Bout their courage they make @ flae rout | 
Tf they'd bave the whole world not believe it a lle, 
‘ en, damme, why don’t thay come aut? "” 
Of Nelson. be wrote :—~ 
"So you soe the despatches was easily stow'd—, 
"Twos no use with a hist'ry to charge ‘em 
He'd occaainn for only the ald.fashion moda=, + 
Taken, burnt, and dettroyed, ae por marjum.” 
“Thus with one of hit precious Iimbe shot away 
Bold Nelsan know'd well how to nick "em ; 
* So au for the French, 'tia ns much asto say—, 
‘Wo can tle up one hand and then Ick ‘em, 
Next the country comes in for a share :— 


“Then of England, that wonderful country alng, 
, Where wo've thousands of foya, if we need ‘om 5 
Mild laws that protect us, 1 Protestant King, 
Lovely women, greg, Liscult, and freedom.” 


When Dibtdin died in 1814, Beranger was 
twenty-four, and had already made himself a 
name, An earnest and true poet, be was content 
to suffer for his opinions and was equally free 
from venality and servilfty, “But from purer 
motives’ he dtd forthe French Army much the 
same that Dibdin had done for the English 
Navy, This French Anacreon, who sang so 
sweetly of love, also tuned his lyre to way, and, 
with those witty sarcasms which the French so 
appreciate, aolmated the hatred of bis country 
against its old aristocracy and against foreleners. 
The opera of “Charles VI," by Malevy, brought 
out fn 1843, conteins m song by Casimir and 
German Delavigne: “La France = Vhorreur 
du scrvage, et si grand qui :olt le dancer, Plus. 
grand encore est son courage, quand {) faut 
chasser letranger, &c"'! ‘The chorns {s Intensely 
avd amusingly Gallic: Guerre aux tyrans !

on!" Thos from age to age, from. Homer to 
Tenn: , one of the two grand themes of poets, 
great and small, have been men and deeds of 
war, The sweet-volced, calm-eyed muse of 
Perce has been seldom heard amid the fanfare 
of trumpets and the rollofdrums, Peacebas been. 
despised. Men of peace have been classed with 
women and cowards. We, to-day, the greatest of 
all manofecturing and commercial peoples that 
have existed, do all we can to make war attrac- 
tive, We bed'zen our meanest soldiers with 
gaudy apparel, cover the breasts of their chiefs 
with nd orders, but we pay them all badiy 
from the bezinning, and neglect them after years 
of faithful service, The soldiers of peace, 
however, “the rank-and file” of industry, ate 
far more neglected ; the heroes of sclence are 
feebly recogoized and scantily rewarded by our 
raters. All, however, will acknowledge that the 
ultimate happiness of mankind must depend 
upon the universal sule of peace. The abolition’ 
of war is dally becoming more and more « vital 
hecessity to civilisation. ‘Trade shrinks aod 
withers. at the mere whisper of war, The 
industrial armies of Europe cannot be: ground 
down much longer to maintain the costly 
organizations of destruction, Qne man out of 
every five fs withdrawn from the producers, and 
becomes « non-producer at the cost of the other 
four, If the twelva millions of men in Furope, 
“the most robust, the most energetic. and the

MR. A, R. COTQUNOUN INTERVIEWED,- . 


A representative of Reuter's Agency recently 
had an Interview with Mr, A. R, Colquboun, 
whose eudtng and travels ir the Far East as a 
Government official, Alplomatist: and spectat 
correspondent give him an especial ‘knowledge, 
enabling him ta speak with authority on the 
position of nffalrs arie'n> out of the present war, 
Arked for his views on the probable political 
outcome of the. present situation, and Its effect 


“on the futare of the Chinese dynasty, Mr.- 


Colquhoun said:—" In anything I may say, I 
shall svold prophecy, a@ China is peculiarly a 
, country where the unexpected always happens, 
* and will content myself with merely expressing 
an opinion on the main factors which determine 
thia problem. However the present struggle 
may end, the conrequences may be more serious 
and far reaching than seem to be as yet realised. 
Especially to two Ecropean nations—Great 
Beltaln and Russla—thry cannot fall to be of the 
greatest moment. It fs not. concelvable that 
Great Britain would ever ellow the power of 
Rusaa to become paramount tn the Far East 
(the Pacific scaboard) without a life and death 
“struggle, Other European netions may aleo 
posslhly become Jnvolved, and Korea, remote 
though (t Is, may, vet prove even for them to be 
an ap: te of discord. Tt must not be overlooked 
that the United States also have a material 
Interest in this question, through thelr com- 
meree with China .and Japan, which in 
1892-93 amounted to no fessthan @ gross total 
of 6o000,c02 dollar, The Interests of Great 
Britain ahd Russia are palitteal, territorial, and 
“comircielal, white those of the United States are 
comeereht only. Oeeply Interested from the 
ralftes! cedar of vlew as Creat Britain and 
Raets the eammerclal stake of England 
with Chica ard Jacnn greatly overtops that of

So incense them against the present dynasty for- 
permitting defeat at the bands of the Japanese, 
that ‘a soclal upheaval, with the overthrow of 
the Manchu power, would be quite possible. 
The positlon of the relgning family in China 
fa varticularly precarious, The Manchus are a 
mere handful of strangers in the. land, nd 
have not been able to retain a hold on the 
country by placing thelr countrymen In positions 
of- high authority, as all appolotments are 
competlilve, and the Chinese invariably win, 
Once the feeling of the Chinese is stirred up, 
-the sweeping away of the dynasty would be 
almost Instantaneous and automatic.” 
“The war,” continaed Mr, Colqshoun, “has 
made clear that while Japan has signally 
. profited by the lesions of the west, ‘China 
has completely frlled to do so; bat it should 
be realised that the success of Japan is mainly 
due to her admirable national organisation, 
her development of railways and iron and coal 
industies, bat; above all, to the efficient leader- 
ahb(p rendered easy by ber having ready at hand 
hereditary chiefs, in the shape of her old-time 
utistocracy and powerful fighting caste. China, 
on the other hand, contenting herself almost 
entirely with the mere purchase of western war 
material, bas altogether neglected the creation of 
a school of leaders fitted to traln and command 
her raw material, The quallty of that material 
is, in my optnlan, much the same in both coun. 
tries, In this connection, aud considering atso 
the {rameree natural resources of the conntry, 
who dare say whether a reoalssance of China 
may not be eccomplished under native, or, tt 
may be foreign guidance? The absence fof 
leaders bas left China to rely entirely upon one 
man, Ll Hung-chang—bere, as clenwbere, 8 
" dangerous expedtent, For sonie time ‘part Li
